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Forecast of Pea Crop 


The production of peas for canning, on the basis of condi- 
tion as of June 15, is estimated by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics at 419,375 tons, exclusive of Maine, as compared with 
384,265 tons in 1928. The acreage and indicated yield are shown 
in the following table:

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Decision in Case Involving Tin Can Rates 


Carload rates on tin cans from Chicago to Grand Island, 
Nebr., have been found unreasonable and unduly prejudicial by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, which has ordered the es- 
tablishment of rates not to exceed 66.5 cents per 100 pounds, 
minimum 20,000 pounds. The rate on which complaint was made 
was 93.5 cents. 


Canned Food Exports in May 


Canned meat exports fell off in May as compared with 
last year, while vegetables increased slightly and fruits gained 
heavily. Milk exports declined. Salmon shipments were much 
smaller and sardine exports much heavier. The figures as com- 
piled by the Department of Commerce follow:

Peach Pitting Device Invented in Australia 
Good results are said to have been obtained by a new peach 
pitting machine invented by an Australian, according to the 
American trade commissioner at Sydney. The machine, which 
is now being installed in canneries throughout Australia, is 
claimed to slice the fruit and remove the stones quickly in one 
operation. One girl operating the machine, it is said, can handle 
250 cases a day. It is claimed that the machine will treat fruit 

of any size, and that waste is reduced to a minimum.

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Cherry movement from western States increased to 170 cars; 
the cherry season was beginning in Idaho. For the same period 
last year, about 385 cars of cherries were shipped. 

Grapes were slowly getting under way in California, Texas 
and Florida, with a total of 30 cars for the week. Movement of 
plums and prunes amounted to 300 cars, but orange shipments 
dropped to 1,900. However, the supply of oranges was about 
three times greater than a year ago. Lemons required 815 cars, 
in addition to imports. 

Cabbage movement decreased to 475 cars, compared with 
760 the week before. Combined forwardings of 31 fruits and 
vegetables increased sharply to 25,185 cars and were 2,900 
heavier than during late June, 1928. 

About 7,200 cars of watermelons were shipped, compared 
with 3,270 the preceding seven days and about 2,900 cars dur- 
ing the same period in 1928. 

Shipments of apples were three times those of the week be- 
fore and totaled 145 cars. Illinois and Tennessee were the most 
active shipping states, but many other sections are beginning to 
market summer apples. Movement of 1928 apples from storage 
dropped to about 90 cars for the week. 

Peach shipments were averaging around 125 cars daily. 
Georgia originated 715 cars the past week, and Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina and California 10 to 40 each. 

Indications are that Mississippi will ship at least 4,000 cars 
of tomatoes for the season. Movement had dropped to 730 the 
past week, and eastern Texas shipped only 620. South Carolina 
increased to 100 cars. Combined forwardings were only 1,570 
cars, or about one-fourth less than the preceding week. During 
the same priod last season, 2,420 cars of tomatoes moved to 


market.

New Canadian Regulations for Labeling of Canned Foods for 
Export 

An Order-in-Council dated May 23, 1929, establishes new 
regulations for labeling canned goods for export from Canada, 
according to the American vice consul at Ottawa. This regula- 
tion permits packages, without the name and address of the 
packer and description of contents marked, to be exported for 
experimental purposes or to comply with established trade con- 
ditions in foreign markets or in the markets of Great Britain, 
provided a statement is made regarding the quality ordered and

Italian Cherry Crop Prospects Poor This Year 

The cherry crop in Southern Italy has yielded only fair to 
average results, according to information received by the De- 
partment of Commerce from the American consul at Naples. The 
quantity is fairly good, but the quality generally is inferior. 
There will be a fairly good production of cherries of the medium 
grade, but a scarcity is anticipated of the finest export grades 
like “Imperial” which are in demand in the United States. The 
production of “Mountain” cherries, probably the second most 
popular variety in the United States, is expected to be good. 
Prices for first quality cherries for export to the United States 
are expected to be very high this year, owing to the poor crop. 
Reports received by the consul at Naples from other producing 
districts of Italy indicate that the crops in those districts have 
also been poor this year, particularly as regards the finest grades. 


Reduced Duties on Jams, etc., in Japan 


The Japanese tariff revision act, by which the 100 per cent 
duty on jams, fruit, jellies, etc., was removed and a lower duty 
established, has been officially promulgated, and the new duty on 
these items is 26.30 yen per hundred kin, or approximately 10 
cents a pound. The 100 per cent duty still remains on preserved 
vegetables, among other foodstuffs. 


Standards Issued for Cannery Apples for Sauce Purposes 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics has issued U. §. 
standards for cannery apples for sauce purposes (1929), as fol- 
lows: 


GRADES 

U. S. No. 1 Sauce Apples shall consist of apples of one variety which 
are not overripe; which are free from decay, worm holes, freezing injury, 
internal breakdown, and from any defect which cannot be removed during 
the usual commercial preparation for use without causing a loss of over 5 
per cent, by weight, of the apple in excess of that which would occur if the 
apple were perfect. (See minimum size). 

U. S. No, 2 Sauce Apples shall consist of apples of one variety which 
are not overripe; which are free from decay, worm holes, freezing injury, 
internal breakdown, and from any defect which cannot be removed during 
the usual commercial preparation for use without causing a loss of over 
25 per cent, by weight, of the apple in excess of that which would occur if 
the apple were perfect. (See minimum size). 

Cider Apples shall consist of apples which do not meet the require- 
ments of either of the foregoing grades. 
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MINIMUM SIZE 
The minimum size may be fixed by agreement between buyer and seller. 
Apples below this specified minimum size shall be classed as Cider Apples. 


Proposes Fund for Salmon Propagation 


A bill (S. 1570) has been introduced by Senator McNary to 
establish a fund for the propagation of salmon in the Columbia 
River District. The appropriation would be a sum equal to the 
sums heretofore received since 1905 by the United States as 
rental for fishing rights on Sand Island. All sums hereafter re- 
ceived by the United States as rental for the rights on this island 
would be covered into this fund. 


Weather Conditions 


While rain is needed in a few local areas, particularly in 
parts of the Northeast and in some Appalachian Mountain sec- 
tions, the weather of the week ended June 26, east of the Missis- 
sippi River was mostly excellent for the growth of crops, and at 
the same time was generally favorable for field work, according 
to the Weather Bureau. A few local areas in the Atlantic States 
had too much rain, and some uplands of the South need more 
moisture, but in general the warmer weather, with local showers, 
was excellent for the advancemnt of crops. 


In the trans-Mississippi States conditions, as affecting farm 
operations, varied widely. There was again too much rain, ex- 
cessive and damaging in many localities, over a considerable area, 
particularly in Missouri and eastern Kansas. At the same time, 
droughty conditions now prevail over parts of the northern Great 
Plains, especially in the principal spring wheat sections of South 
Dakota, and to a less extent over some other spring wheat areas, 
while it was too cool for good growth of warm-weather crops over 
the Northwest. Otherwise, conditions were fairly favorable, 
with both crops and farming operations making satisfactory 
advance. 

In the far western area there was some frost damage in the 
interior of the north, with killing frost in the eastern Great 
Basin. High temperatures and much sunshine were favorable 
for peaches and apricots in California, but the hot weather was 
detrimental to citrus and newly-planted avocados in the South. 
Rain is still needed for ranges in parts of the Southwest. 


Canned Milk Production and Stocks 
Condensed and evaporated milk markets appear to be in a 
slightly steadier position at the close of June than was seen a 
month ago, according to the U. S. Market News Service. 
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Production in May is estimated to be about 17 per cent 
heavier than a year ago, which was sufficient to bring the total 
of the period January to May to a point some 6 per cent above 
the same period in 1928. Reports from producing sections seem 
to indicate that the peak of output was reached early in June, 
and probably somewhat earlier than normally. 


Stocks of condensed and evaporated milk on June 1 amount- 
ed to 201,303,293 pounds, rather a heavy amount for the season. 
In fact no year since 1922 has shown such heavy stocks on June 
1. The average for the past five years for this date is 170,905,- 
547 pounds, practically 30,000,000 pounds less than shown on the 
current report. The increase in stocks from May to June this 
year, which amounted to nearly 50,000,000 pounds, was only 
slightly heavier than the average increase for the past five years. 


Examination of the detailed figures shows that practically 
all of the increase over last year has occurred in the evaporated 
case goods, with an increase of 35 per cent. This is the product 
which is growing most rapidly and the one in which most of the 
increase would be expected to occur. Total unsold stocks are re- 
ported as 15 per cent heavier than a year ago, with decreases 
shown in all classes except evaporated case goods. 


Business Conditions 


Commercial transactions during the period ended June 22, 
as reflected by check payments, were larger than in either the 
preceding week or the corresponding week of 1928, according to 
the weekly statement of the Department of Commerce. The dis- 
tribution of commodities, as indicated by the loadings of freight 
cars covering the latest reported week, was substantially greater 
than at this time last year. 

The general level of wholesale prices showed a further gain 
over the preceding week and was only slightly lower than a year 
ago. Loans and discounts of the Federal reserve banks were 
larger than during either the previous week or this time last 
year. Interest rates on both call and time loans were easier 
than during the preceding week but substantially greater than a 
year ago. Business failures were also fractionally greater than 
during the preceding week but were fewer than during the cor- 
responding period of 1928.
